Clifton Burial Ground. 


MR. EDITOII :—I send my note from N. 


A. Gould, Esq., giving some interesting ac- 
counts of this place of the dead, 
And am truly yours, 
HENRY JACKSON. 


" In reply to your inquiry respecting the 


Burial Ground on Golden Hill street, be- 
longing to the ' Friends' and known as the 
' Clifton Ground'—I would say—it was pre- 
sented by Thomas Clifton, and was probably 
first occupied as a place of sepulchre about 
the year 1663, as the oldest part of the 
ground has been taken in order to carry 
Golden Hill street through, we can find 
no stones dated previous to that time.— 
Within Us sacred walls repose the ancestors 
of many of our best men, of this and the 
neighboring States. 


Thomas Clifton, who gave this ground, 


deceased on the 9th day of 5th month, 1681, 
aged 75 years. The remains of a daughter 
of Roger Williams, whose first husband was 
Freeborn Hart, who died the wife of Gov. 
Jeremiah Clarke, also lays in this ground. 


The ground occupied by the Wanton 


vaults was not given by Clifton but by James 
Honeyman.; although those vaults arewith- 
in the" Clifton enclosure. They contain the 
remains of the majority of the members of 
the Wanton family—all the Governor Wan- 
tons were deposited there. This family is 
now extinct here, as is also many others, 
the names of which we find in this ancient 
resting place for the dead.

MELANCHOLY SUICIDE OF* A YOCNG 


•WIFE.— Mary Caldwell, wife of"Wm. J3. 
Caldwell, yf No. 18 Leonard street, commit- 
ted suicide on Monday afternoon, by swal- 
lowing a quantity of the solution of silver 
commonly used for electro-plating. 
The 


deceased, it appeared, was a beautiful wo- 
man, about 19 years of age, and had been 
married but a few months when she contem- 
plated self-destruction. Her husband was 
an electro-plater by profession, but was 
somewhat unfortunute in business, which 
had such an efftct upon the mind of the 
young wife that she resolved to commit sui- 
cide. Accordingly, on Monday afternoon, 
when her husband came home, he found ihe 
deceased apparently stupid from the effects 
of drink. He asked her if she had been 
drinking, when she ran to a closet, procured 
a cup, and holding it up to her husband's 
face, exclaimed in the most tragic manner, 
" There, how do you like that for a changel" 
Mr. Caldwell immediately divined the mel- 
ancholy truth. Knowing that the cup was 
usually filled with a solution of silver which 
lie used for electro-plating purposes, and 
that it was a most deadly poison, he grasp- 
ed his wife around the waist, and in the 
agony of despair asked her what she had 
done. The suicide fell fainting in his arms, 
and from that moment she wax bereft of all 
consciousness. In less than half an hour 
after the administering of the poison Mrs. 
Caldwell breathed her last. 
She died with- 


out suffering much pain, for the poison com- 
plcteld paralyzed her nervous system, and 
acted precisely as prussic acid would if ta- 
ken u >der the same circumstances.
